lively enough to repeat the dangerous ex- 
periujei.t. A strong feeling of resentment 
was shown against the conductor and 
driver of the car, before the true facts 
aere known. The conductor, James Tru- 
man. was taken in custody by officer 
H. 1». Green, but was soon after re- 
leased on bail. krom the statements 
made to us by eye witnesses to the 
accident, »-e are satisfied that the boys 
were entirely to blame. We have often 
repriiranded the youth of the city for 
their recklesyuej^j in thus violating the 
rules of our street railroad compauies 
ar d in;|>eriling their own lives ati-i limbs. 
1 his foolhardiness cannot 1-e too frequenllv 
or severely an'-maditerted upon. We trust 
parents and school-teachers will renew their 
admonitions to tl-.eir children and schol.-iri 
on this point. Many broken Leads and 
m.-.rgied bodies have been the result of 
such heedless conduct as we have noted 
above: many more shocking calamities 
will follow if the boys are not coerced into 
good behavior.

•ur Urge cities. To our property-owners, 
lockl tkxktion at least is no scarecrow. 
The assessment for IttGT will commence 
on the Dxh inst., but, as our tax-payers 
art- aware, the valuation of estate will not 
be determined until after the meeting of 
the new General CooneiL It is possible 
that in the levy for DOT there will be a 
reduction of fbe rate as stau-d above. At 
all evenU. it is safe to calculate that the 
burden will not be increased. The pres- 
ent value of real estate, so far as we have 
been able tg ascertain, is unchang-.d from 
the last ofiicial estimate. 

Our questioner also wishes to know the 
rates of insurance against fire. This in- 
formation can only be accurately learned 
from the insurance agencies. The tariff 
of rates is by no means unif j.-m. It is 
rendered inconsistent by the refusal of 
some of the insurance companies to unite 
with the Board of Cnderwriters. This has 
of course produced a division of intere-t, 
and, aithougb the B-)ard is regarded as 
*'lhe power ' in matters of insurance, it is 
forced to observe secresv in the regulation 
of its terms. Hence, insurers must look 
to the agencies f>r enlightenment upon 
this subject. We may state, in general, 
that the rates of insurance depend alto- 
gether npon the classification of risks. 
Our insurance agents are clever aud ac- 
commodating gentlemen, and will take 
pleasure in imparling facts to all persous 
w isLinj^ to take out fiolieies.
